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Adroits  of  much  more  varièty  and  far  greater  skill 
in  playing  than  Croquet,  and  also  can  be  set  up 
and  played  to  advantage  (when  required)  on  about 
half  the  space  ordinarily  used  for  Field  Croquet. 

The  patent  ball-sliaped  or  spherical  mallet  is  a 
nèw  and  important  feature,  and  will  eventually 
supersede  the  old  style  croquet  mallet  when  its 
merits  become  known", — as  the  présent  round  bat, 
with  ail  skiiful  base  bail  players,  has  wholly  taken 
the  place  of  the  old  square-sided  bat. 

Another  peculiarity  of  the  game  is  the  swinging 
balls,  12  in  number,  which,  when  struck  with  the 
players'  bail,  ever  so  lightly,  will  vibrato  like  a 
pendulum,  and  'immediately  indicate  which  bail 
was  struck.  The  iron  wickets,  of  which  ladies 
complain  so  much  in  Croquet,  are  done  away  with, 
and  neatly  turned  wood  wickets  are  substituted. 


Reasons  why  Le  Cercle  is  superior  to-Croquet: 

1.  It  can  be  played,  when  necessary,  on  about 
haif  the  space  required  for  Croquet;  consequently, 
to  those  who  hâve  but  small  enclosures,  or  those 
who  live  in  the  city  with  limited  yard  room,  it 
wiil  be  found  very  désirable. 

2.  There  is  no  iron  about  the  game  to  rust  the 
clothing. 

3.  It  is  played  with  the  spherical  mallet,  which 
ail  Croquet  players  will  at  once  recognize  as  far 
superior  to  any  of  the  ordinary  Croquet  mallets,  a 
perfect  leverage  being  secured. 

4.  A  chïld  can  readily  learn  it.  It  also  gives 
opportunity  for  much  more  variety  and  greater 
skill  in  playing. 

5.  It  is  more  attractive  when  '  placed  on  the 
field.  Its  ornamented  cross  bars  and  stakes,  ele- 
gantly  painted,  make  a  fine  appearance  upon  the 
lawn. 

6.  The  skilful  player  cannot  rush  through  the 
game  as  in  Croquet,  and  the  player  of  moderato 
skill  has  a  much  better  opportunity.

The  diameter  of  the  circle  can  be  at  the  option 
of  the  players  or  to  suit  the  size  of  ground.  Keep- 
ing  in  view  the  fact  that  a  game  played  in  a  large 
circle  will  allow  more  skiîl  to  be  displayed,  a  circle 
of  15  feet  in  diameter,  between  cross-bar  stakes, 
would  suit  most  grounds  and  players. 

Place  the  Joker  in  its  position  by  driving  the 
pin  into  the  ground  ;  then  measure  oif  one-half  the 
întended  diameter,  and  place  the  red  or  No.  1 
Stake  that  distance  from  the  Joker.  Place  the 
remaining  fiye  Stakes  in  the  order  of  their  colors 
from    left  to  rioçht,  the  sa  me   distance   from    the 
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Joker  and  equaî  distaDces  apart  ;  then  place  two 
Wicket  Pins  in  front  of  each  Slake,  the  colors  ta 
correspond,  the  distance  from  the  Stake  tp  be 
optional  with  the  players,  although  one,  one  and 
one-third,  and  one  and  one-half  roalîet's  length  are 
good  distances.  The  Pins,  which  form  one  Wicket, 
should  be  placed  six  inches  apart.  The  Starting 
Post  should  be*  placed  direct ly  in  front  of,  and 
three  and  one-half  mallet's  length  from  the  Red 
or  No.  1  Stake.

1.  In  starting,  Red  leads  off  by  placiog  the 
Playing  Bail  half-waj  between  the  Starting  Post 
and  Wicket  Pins  No.  1.  Rua  tbe  Wicket,  strike 
the  Stake,  then  the'riglit  hand  rcd  Svvinging  Bail, 
and  finish  by  striking  the  Joker.  If  the  pUiyer 
makes  this  play  without  missing,  he  has  run  the 
first  course,  and  is  entitled  to  one  and  one-half 
mallet's  length  towards  Wicket  Pins  No.  2. 

2.  He  then  phiys  for  position  for  running 
No.  2  Wicket;  runsthe  Wicket,  hits  No.  2  Stake, 
then  left-hand  Swinging  Bail,  then  right-hand 
Swinging  Bail,  and  finishes  this  course  by  striking 
the  Joker.  ïhe  Direct  play  is  the  same  around 
the  eritire  circle.  After  making  the  Joker  for  the 
last  time,  play  for  the  left  hand  red  Swinging  Bail 
on  Stakè  No.  1,  as  it  was  left  for  that  purpose  in 
running  the  first  course,  then  strike  the  Starting 
Post,  and  the  player  becomes  a  Tease. 

3.  A  Tease  is  at  liberty  to  play  upon  any  Bail 
upon  the  ground,  in  order  to  keep  back  his  oppo- 
nents  from  position  and  to  assist  his  partners 
through  the  gaine.  If,  however,  he  fails  to  strike 
the  bail  played  for,  he  loses  his  play  and  awaits  his 
next  turn,  but   if  successful  he  is  entitled  to  play 


upoii  anotlier  Bail  and  8o  on.  Hc  cannot,  howcver, 
strike  any  Bail  twico  in  thc  samc  tour  of  play  ; 
and  sliould  his  Bail  front  any  cause  strike  the 
Joker  he  is  ruled  out  of  the  game.  The  object  of 
a  Teaso  is  to  strike  and  then  di^ive  his  opponents 
out  of  position  ând  assist  his  partners  to  niake 
their  direct  play. 

4.  Any  player  not  desiring  to  act  as  a  Tease 
can  finish  his  game  by  playing  his  Bail  against  the 
Joker,  aftei*  havino-  struck  the  Startino-  Post  in  its 
regular  order. 

5.  Any  player  (while  on  his  tour  of  play) 
missing  a  Wicket,  Stake,  Swinging  Bail,  Playing 
Bail,  Joker  or  Starting  Post,  loses  his  play,  and 
niust  await  his  next  turn  as  designated  by  eolor  on 
Starting  Post.  When  a  player  misses  the  first 
Wicket  he  loses  his  play,  and  must  await  his  next 
turn,  when  the  Bail  must  be  played  from  where  it 
rested,  as  in  ail  other  cases  of  missing.  No  player 
can  play  upon  another  Bail  or  score  any  points  in 
the  game  until  he  runs  the  first  Wicket.  Neither 
can  his  Bail  be  played  upon. 

6.  Any  player,  while  making  his  tour  of  play, 
can  drive  an  opponent's  Bail  out  of  position  if  he 
first  strikes  it  with  his  ;  but  the  same  Bail  cannot 
be  driven  twice  durino;  the  same  tour  unless  the 
Playing  Bail  scores  a  Wicket,  Stake,  Swinging 
Bail,  Joker  or  Starting  Post.

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7.  A  Bail  is  clrwen  by  placing  the  Bail  of  the 
player  by  the  side  of,  and  in  contact  with,  one 
just  struek,  tlien,  retaining  his  owa  Bail  by  a  firm 
pressure  of  the  foot,  he  strikea  it,  drivingtbe  other 
in  the  desired  direction,  whlle  his  reraains  in  its 
place.  He  then  continues  his  direct  play,  or  plajs 
upôn  any  other  Bail,  from  where  his  Bail  rests. 

8.  A  player  does  not  lose  his  turn  by  flinching: 
the  opponent's  Bail  must  be  driven  and  the  player's 
Bail  retainei  in  its  place  ;  should  the  PJaying  Bail 
flinch,  the  player  has  another  trial  from  the  origi- 
nal position.  A  Bail  is  said  to  flinch  when  it  slips 
from  under  the  player's  foot  while  being  struek. 

9.  A  Bail  cannot  be  driven  in  any  other  man- 
ner  than  that  provided  by  Rule  7th.  A  Bail  must 
be  struek  before  it  can  be  driven,  and  whenever  a 
Bail  is  struek  it  must  he  driven,  except  in  case  of 
Balls  not  having  run  the  first  Wicket,  else  the 
player  will  lose  his  turn. 

10.  Whenever  several  Balls  are  struek,  at  the 
same  stroke,  they  must  be  driven  in  the  order  in 
which  they  were  hit.  Tlie  player  placing  his  Bail 
by  the  side  of  eacli  in  succession.  His  play  must 
then  be  continued  from  where  his  Bail  rests,  after 
having  driven  the  last  Bail  in  its  order*  If  a 
player  omit^  at  any  time,  to  drive  a  Bail,  after  it 
has  been  str?œk,  he  will  lose  his  turn. 

11.  Any  bail  driven   from    the    field    eau   be 
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piaced  within  liinits  on  a  Une  with  its  former  posi^ 
tioD.  No  allowanoes  are  to  be  made  for  uneven- 
ness  of  ground.  AU  Balls  must  be  played  from 
where  they  stop,  uiiless  outsido  the  limits. 

12.  A  player  can  iii  bis  tour  of  play  turnfrom 
his  œuf  se  to  assist  a  partner  or  drive  an  opponent, 
and  does.  not  lose  bis  turn  by  so  doing,  unless  ho 
fails  to  strike  tbe  Bail  played  for.  He  can  also 
drive  any  or  ail  of  bis  opponents  or  assist  anij  or 
ail  of  his  partners  successWely,  provided  be  cari 
first  strike  tbeir  Playing  Bail  s  ;  after  baving  driven 
tbem  be  can  continue  bis  direct  play.  He  is,  bow- 
ever,  still  confined  to  llules  Otb  and  7tb.  A  Bail 
making  a  point  in  its  regalar  order,  eitber  by  acci- 
dent or  tbrougb  tbe  assistance  of  a  partner,  is 
entitled  to  tbe  count. 

13.  AU  tbe  Wickets  must  be  run  from  ÛxQoià- 
side  of  circle  towards  iher  centre,  Ali  otber  direct 
plays,  viz  ;  striking  a  Stake,  Swinging  Bail,  Joker 
or  Starting  Postj  can  be  made  from  any  direction 
in  tbeir  proper  order. 

14.  Any  player  becoming  entitled  to  one  and 
one-balf  mallet's  lengtb  can  takeitin  any  direction 
wbicb  he  may  désire.  A  player  is  entitled  to  one 
and  one-balf  mallet's  lengtb  eacb  time  be  makes  a 
^bujle  course,  including  Joker,  witbout  missing. 

15.  Wbere  four  or  six  persons  are  playing  as 
sides,  two  or  tbree  against  eacb  otber,  tbe  first  side 
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(iight  or  dark  lialis)  ruiiiiiiig  tbc  ciitire  coursa 
wins.  Whea  playiog  indepcDcleiitly  of  cacli  other, 
the  fîrst  player  running  tiie  eiitire  courso  is  victor. 
The  eiitlre  course  cousists  ia  piaying  each  single 
course,  as  describcd  in  Rules  1  and  2,  in  its  order, 
tlien  strikino;  the  left-hand  red  Swinorino-  Bail  as 
directed  in  llule  No.  2,  then  Starting  Post,  and  is 
finished  by  strikiiig  the  Joker  in  the  centre. 

16.  The  Score  Table  is  merely  to  show  the 
number  of  direct  plays  as  made  by  each  player, 
how  far  he  is  on  each  course,  how  many  courses  he 
has  made,  and  how  each  side  (when  piaying  as 
such)  is  progressing  in  the  game.
